Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative wanted to discuss the new matter 
rejection concerning the drawings and paragraphs added to the specification in the amendment of 08/10/04 and 
09/10/04. In that, the examiner maintained his position that the specification as filed does not support each and every 
feature of those newly added figures and paragraphs. As previously indicated, the examiner reiterated that the original 
specification at page 7, lines 2-5, lines 29-31 and page 8, lines 1-5 broadly describes the subject matter. However, it 
does not provide enough written description for some of the specific embodiments or configurations. Applicants 
explained that they tried to discuss what was the general concept of the invention by specifically describing the 
geometry of varying cross-section and width and the passage/interconnect arrangement. Additionally, applicant was 
advised that the presently claimed invention does not structurally distinguish from the prior art. It only requires an 
anode gas flow passage or cathode gas flow passage having a depth and pattern to allow gas flow therethrough. 
Accordingly, applicant will consider other options such as cancelling the new matter, submitting an RCE or filing a C-l-P 
application. .
